the constellation of Leo, or the lion. 
This constellation is toward the east 
from us, just a little to the north. 
The time for observation is between 
midnig-ht and 4 a. m. 


All meteorites that appear before 


midnight, will appear 
shooting up 


like skyrockets from the eastern hor- 
izon. Later on the radiant point will 
aproach the zenith and the tracks of 
the meteorites when traced backward 
will appear to meet like the ribs of 
a gig-antic umbrella spread all over 
the earth. 


Meteors will bombard 
the 
moon 


with unrelenting persistency, because 
the moon has no appreciable atmos- 
phere. The stars will strike 
the 


moon's surface with 
such 
terrific 


force that great balls of molten metal 
will be formed 
only to be quickly 


cooled by the tremendous cold of the 
moon and become imbedded into the 
substance of its mountains and val- 
leys, 


MANY WILL BE FRIGHTENED. 
Elaborate preparations are being 


made at the leading observatories to 
photograph the celestial fireworks. 
If the exhibition this year in any 
way aproaches what was seen in 1833 
or 1866, it will strike terror to very 
many minds. 


Professor Rees has made arrange- 


ments with the United States gov- 
ernment by which he will co-operate 
with the astronomer at West Point 
to photograph the meteoric flights. 


WATCHING AT YALE. 


New Haven. Conn.. Nov. 14.— As- 


tronomers at the Yale 
Observatoiy

ciety called the Volunteers' Prison 
league,

whereabouts of Aguinaldo mid his 
army nnd cabinet is n perfect enigma. 
General Otis has learned that Aguin- 
aldo recently issued n proclamation 
transferring the capitol to Banga- 
hong giving as n reason for the step 
the unsanitary condition of Tarlnc. 


It is supposed that the leaders of 


the insurrection who nre not already 
at Bangabong- are retreating to that 
place, though when they left Tnrlac, 
whether they nre trailing with the 
army, how many soldiers they were 
able to hold together and whether 
the leaders or the troops have got 
beyond General Lawton's line nre all 
unknown. 


It is hoped, however, tlmt General 


Wheaton has effected a junction with 
General Young, forming a cordon 
from San Fabian to San Isidro. 


General Lawton ]ms 6,000 men, 


General Wheaton 
2,700—a small 


force to control so many mi let;—hut 
it. command's the main roads by 
which the insurgents must move- to 
the northeast. 


With the Americans advancing nt 


the present rate they could drive the 
insurgents from Bnngabong in a fort- 
night; and it is impossible Tor the 
rebels to establish another copitol in 
Luzon, which cannot he captured 
within a/month. 


NATIVES ASTOUNDED. 


The rapid approach of the Ameri- 


cans was a complete surprise to the 
insurgents, ns the latter expected 
them to move slowly, as they did 
from Manila to Angeles. 
Tlic Fili- 


pinos thought It impossible for the 
Americans to make headway in the 
mud which prevailed everywhere, 
and the sudden Invasion astounds the 
natives along the line of General 
Young's march, who had been told 
tlmt the Americans were confined to 
the suburbs of Manila. 


A majority of the natives welcome 


the army enthusiastically, but some, 
who have been deluded by stories of 
American 
cruelties, hide in 
the 


swamps. Women, who are unable to 
flee, fall upon their knees, uphold- 
ing crucifixes and begging to be 
spared. When the news spreads that 
the Americans intend to remain and 
establish order the population flock 
to their homes, bringing- with them 
their cattle and household goods. The 
insurgents have 
drained the re- 


sources of the province. 
The army 


lias impressed a large share of the 
crops, and the people are miserably 
poor. 
Everywhere 
are _ elaborate 


trenches built by the non-combat- 
nuts, working day and night. 


The Americans found big stores of 


rice at Tarlac, Tubig nnd elsewhere 
and several thousand new Filipinos' 
uniforms were captured at Tubig. 


REBELS SURRENDER. 


Thirty insurgents surrendered to 


General MaeArthur, each receiving 
$30 for his gun. 


Major Marsh's battalion of the 


Thirty-third regiment,

cludes many old rough riders from 
the southwest, attacked 400 Filipinos 
three miles from San Fabian 011 the 
Dagupan road on Friday. The Fili- 
pinos had been firing at the outpost. 
Major Marsh found them entrenched 
across the river. Their trenches had 
been made after General Wheaton's 
arrival. 


Major Marsh charged them, a por- 


tion of his battalion fording the 
stream and part crossing by the 
bridge.

Leonids because they 
radiate from 


the constellation of Leo, or the lion, 
This constellation is toward the east 
from us. just a little to the north. 
The time for observation is between 
midnight and 4 n. in. 


All meteorites that appear before 


midnight, will appear 
shooting up 


like skyrockets from the eastern hor- 
izon. Later on the radiant point will 
aproach the zenith and the tracks of 
the meteorites when traced backward 
will appear to meet like the ribs of 
n gigantic umbrella spread all over 
the earth. 


Meteors will bombard the 
moon 


with unrelenting persistency, because 
the moon lias no appreciable atmos- 
phere. 
The stars 
will strike 
the 


moon's surface 
with 
such 
terrific 


force that great balls of molten metal 
will be formed 
only to be quickly 


cooled by the tremendous cold of the 
moon and become imbedded Into the 
substance of its mountains and val- 
leys. 


MANY WILL BE FRIGHTENED. 
Elaborate preparations 
are being 


made at the leading observatories to 
photograph the celestial fireworks. 
If the exhibition this year in any 
way aproaches what was seen in 1833 
or J8GO, it will strike terror to very 
many minds. 


Professor Bees has made arrange- 


ments with the United States gov- 
ernment by which he will co-operate 
with the astronomer at West Point 
to photograph the meteoric flights. 


WATCHING AT YALE. 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 14.—As- 


tronomers at the Yale 
Observatoiy 


last evening took up their vigil in 
preparation for the shower 
of the 


Leonids. Dr. F. L. Chse, the astron- 
omer in charge, said last evening: 
••The moonlight was so brilliant to- 
night that, were any meteors to fall, 
not one in forty would be observed. 
I am afraid that will be the trouHe 
during most of the present shower." 


In nearly all the cities and towns 


throughout New England, prepara- 
tions have been made to awaken the 
residents by blowing whistles, ring- 
ing1 bells or sounding: the fire alarms. 
In this city the Yale astronomers 
have agreed to notify the public to 
be ready in case a hundred meteors 
are observed in any hour at any time.

We came ashore October 7.

the insurgents attacked our outposts 
and tried to take the city, but we 
were called out nt 3:20 in the morn- 
ing. 
We sleep with our clothes on 


—even our shoes—and with our guns 
:md belts by our side. We have one 
hundred rounds in 
our belts and 


fixty extra rounds in our haversacks. 


"We are getting ready for a three 


months campaign or a three months 
fight; I think that 
will see about 


the finish of the hard fighting. An- 
geles is a town built of bamboo huts 
nnd we sleep in them. 
There is not 


a "nigger'- 
allowed 
here, except 


those employed by the quartermas- 
ter's department. 
We ran all the 


insurgents out. and are living in 
their houses. I have seen Bud Car- 
son, and ho is as well and as big as 
ever. 
This is my birthday, and I 


am 
twelve thousand 
miles 
away 


from home. 


"When we were coining over we 


ran fourteen hours out of our course 
to get out of range of a typhoon. 


The night of October 2d the other 
edge of the storm struck us, and the 
ship rocked all night.
